An interesting suit filed in the Fed- 
eral Court in East St. Louis to deter- 
mine whether Bruce Island, in the 


Mississippi River, 50 miles south of St. 
Louls and three miles north of Ste. Gen- 
evieve, is part of Illinois or part of 
Missouri, has disclosed these unusual 
facts: 

John R. Boas, 77 years old, a * 
character, who has lived on the is- 
land in comparative solitude for 37 
years and who claims ownership of 
it, cast his vote for President at 
Prairie du Roche, III., on Nov. 7, 
although the island is now indis- 
putably a part of the Missouri main- 
land. 

Boas, for 15 consecutive years, has 
paid taxes on the island to the State 
of Illinois, and intends to continue 
doing s0. 

Mis Own Lawyer. 

Boas, acting as his own lawyer and 
writing his own petition in the Fed- 
eral Court, states that he has been 
in actual, open, exclusive, continu- 
ous, uninterrupted. possession of the 
prentises and island in hostility to 
all the world, and particularly to the 
State of Missouri, the County of Ste. 
Genevieve, the public schools of said 
county, and to Rhoderick E. Rom 
bauer of St. Louis andgTheodore A. 
Carron of Ste. Genevieve.”

Under the Illinois law a man who 
owns the land on shore also owns the 
bed of the river and any islands thereon, 
to the middle of the river channel. 

The Missouri law is that al! lands 
forming in the river out to the middle 
channel belongs to the State, and are 
allotted, as school lands, to the county 
which they are opposite. 

The precise location of Bruce 
Island in 1818, when Illinois was ad- 
mitted as a State, is the question at 
issue in Boas’ suit. Boas insists the 
island at that time was east of the 
middle channel and was then and is 
still a part of the State of Illinois, 
although in recent years the shifting 
of the river channel has made it a 
part of the Missourt mainland.

To the contrary, the County Court of 
St. Genevieve County contends that the 
island always was on the west side of 
the middle channel, and they have the 
testimony of yeteran rivermen to prove 
their contention that no one recalls 
when the middle channel was on the 
west side of the island. There have been 
a few times in the last B years when 
water was high and steamboats went 
down the river between the island and 
the Missouri shore. But this channel 
has gone, and in its place there is only 
a swamp. 

Boas says he pays taxes on an as- 
sessed valuation of $8000 for the island,

WITNESS A LIAR ] 
LEAPS AT HIM 


Prisoner Restrained by Deputy 
Sheriff. When He Bounds * 
From His Seat. 


HE HAD BEEN IDENTIFIED 


C. H. Soule Declared He Had 
Seen Defendant on Bicycle 
Day of ‘Murder. 


Roy Joe Lewis, on the tenth day of 
his joint trial with his brother, Ora 
Otis Lewis, for the murder of Motor 
Cycle Policeman McKenna, for the 
first time this morning actively in- 


ing from his seat, calling a witnéss a 
Har, and leaping threateningly to- 
wards him. He was restrained by 
Deputy Sheriffs. 
The witness was Clyde H. Soule of 104 
avenue, East St.. Louis, who at 
the time of. the murder lived on Wal- 
n road, St. Louis County. He testi- 
fied that on the morning of April 7 he 
saw Roy Lewis—who stood up and was 
identified by the. witness—riding south 
on a red bicycle along the cinder patc 
on Walton road, and that later in the 
afternoon he saw an automobile near 
the same place. 

Circuit Attorney Harvey asked the 
witness whether, after Roy Lewis’ ar- 
rest, he went to the police station, saw 
the prisoner and identified him. Soule 
answered in the affirmative. 

“You are perfectly certain of the iden- 
tification?” Harvey asked. 

Absolutely,“ said the witness.

At that, Roy Lewis sprang from his 
chair and shouted: ‘You're not sure! 
You’re a Har!“ and leaped towards the 
witness.

LONDON, Nov. 21.—Eliptherios Veni- 
zelos, former Premier of Greece, in u 
vigorous letter to the Times, makes clear 
for the first time what his future attitude 
toward King Constantine will be and 
how. he hopes, with the aid of the en- 
tente force; to guarantee that the crown 
never again will be able to exceed strict 
constitutional limits of a limited mon- 
archy” similar to that of Great Britain. 

“We cannot be accused,“ says M. Ven- 
izelos, “of being anti-dynastic because

Then 
prohibition would prohibit. The na- 
tional Government would see to that. 
There would be no more bootlegging.” 

Here Judge Landis grew reminiscent 
and talked of his boyhood days in Lo- 
gansport, Ind. 

“TI can remémber very well that there 
were four saloon keepers in our little 
town, and they were highly respected 
members of the community. They took 
part in the social life of the town and 
were not looked down upon because of 
their business.

BERLIN, via London, Nov. 21.—Secre- 
tary Joseph T. Grew of the Unitei 
States embassy received yesterday the 
German reply in regard to the sinking 
of the British steamer Rowanmore andi 
three steamers which were lost in Sep- 
tember. 

In regard to the Rowanmore the Ger- 
man Government denies that the submu - 
rine fired on lifeboats containing mem- 
bers of the crew and maintains that the 
men on the Rowanmore owe their lives 
to the precautions taken by the Germans 
and the skill with which their operations 
were carried out. 

In respect to two of the remaining 
steamers in question the German Gov- 
ernment states they were not sunk by 
German forces and maintains that the 
Antwerpen, the third steamer, was de- 
stroyed in full accordance with the rules 
of international law. 


WASHINGTON SEES 
NEW CONTROVERSY 
OVER ARMED SHIPS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.— Deep in- 
terest is shown in official quarters here 
by the announcement by the semi-offi- 
clal Overseas News Agency that it was 
a German submarfie which sank the 
British liner Arabia early this month. 
This removes the similarity of the case 
to that of the Persia, which was sunk 
in the Mediterranean in a manner never 
explained. None of the central Powers 
admitted responsibility in that case. 

The fact that the destruction of the 
Arabia is semi-officially admitted leads 
to the belief that Germany is preparing 
to make a test of the armed ship con- 
troversy with the United States. It has 
been known here for some time that 
Germany vigorously opposed defensive 
arming of merchant ships. 

The Teutonic contention that the 
Arabia was an armed transport because 
she carried a 15-centimeter gun and had 
workmen and war munitions aboard has 
little weight here. The vessel was a 
Peninsular & Orient liner, with many 
passengers aboard. One of these, an 
American on his way to India, has made 
an affidavit which has been forwarded 
to the State Department. 

Officials here believe England seri- 
ously is considering the Adoption of 
Winston Churchill's suggestion that 
guns be mounted on both bow and 
stern of all British or allied merchant 
ships. This would bring the armed 
merchant ship problem forward on a 
new line and would necessitate a fur- 
ther ruling the first time a vessel so 
armed entered an American port. There 
have been intimations, from time to 
time, that the shortage of tonnage was 
becoming serious, but British officials 
have not publicly admitted that troop 
and supply movements to the Balkans 
or to the continent were gravely ham- 


The fear is felt in some quarters here | 
that Germany and Austria will increase 
their submarine activities in proportion 
to pressure on their various fronts by 
the allies. From the outset Germany 
has attempted to defend submarine war- 
fare as a reprisal against Great Brit- 
ain’s announced purpose to “starve 
Germany.” England, on the other hand, 

informed the world that. the blockade 
' of Germany to foodstuffs as well as 
war munitions was due to the fact that 
food control was centralized in the 
hands of a dictator directly responsive 
to the military, and the entry of any 
foodstuffs into Germany, therefore, was 
a contribution to the military resources 
of the enemy. 

The understanding is that when the 
State Department hears from Berlin 
regarding the circumstances of the at- 
tach on the Marina, which cost the lives 
of n American horse tenders, the ad- 
ministration win be ready. to proceed 
with that case. While the full affida- 
vits, sent by mall, have not vet 
reached the department, they are ex- 
pected to arrive in the immediate fu- 
ture.

British Steamer Siamese Prince Re- 

ports 28 Fired Upon With- 

out Warning. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—The British 
steamship Siamese Prince, returning in 
ballast after delivering a cargo of 
horses at Brest for the French Gov- 
ernment, Was fired upon without warn- 
ing, Presumably by a German subma- 
rine, off the French coast Nov. 4, ac- 
cording to officers of the vessel, which 
arrived here today. Three shots were 
fired, the officers said, two in quick 
succession, which passed over the port 
quarter, and.a third soon after, which 
dropped into the water astern. The life- 
boats were swung out, the crew of 2 
and the 54 hostlers donned life preseyv- 
8 and the ship put on full speed.

$379 151.701 FOR 1916 
NAVAL CONSTRUCTION 


Proposed Amount $66,000,000 
Above Record Total for 1917 
—Armor Plate Awards. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—An outlay 
of $379,151,701, or more than $66,000,000 in 
excess of the record total appropriated 
last summer for the 1917 construction, 


is the sum the navy proposes to spend 
for construction in 1918. The figures 
were laid before the House Naval Com- 
mittee yesterday. 

At the same time Secretary Daniels 
completed awards for armor plate for 
the battleships Colorado, Maryland, 
Washington and West Virginia, at an 
estimated saving of $1,110,08 over figures 
submitted in 1913. The Bethlehem com- 
pany bid $20 a ton for some of the 
armor and $485 and $466 for other quali- 
ties. The Carnegie company bids were 
$425, $486 and $460. The contracts were 
divided equally between them. 

Estimates before the House subcom- 
mittee call for funds to begin construc- 
tion of three battleships, one battle 
cruiser, three scout cruisers, 16 destroy- 
ers, four fleet submarines, 14 coast sub- 
marines, one submarine tender and one 
destroyer tender. 

Ammunition Cost Increases, 

Rear Admiral Strauss, ~hief of Ord- 
nance, appeared before the subcommit- 
tee. Explaining an increase in his esti- 
mates of $1,500,000 for fleet afnmunition, 
he said the cost of projectiles and other 
ordnance material had increased that 
much since Congress provided $13,000,000 
for the purpose last year. 

Admiral Strauss outlined the depart- 
ment’s plan for storing in navy yards 
guns and ammunition with which to 
equip merchant steamers as naval aux- 
iliaries in time of war. More than 
$3,000,000 for the purchase of guns and 
mountings for this purpose was provided 
last year, and this year the department 
seeks $1,500,000 for ammunition, 

Anti-Alfreraft Guns. 

The department also has recommended 

the installation of anti-aircraft guns at 
naval stations, magazines and radio sta- 
tions, the pending estimates providing 
$1,000,000 for this purpose. It will take 
more than 100 of the navy’s three-inch 
60-caliber guns for this purpose. 
Admiral Strauss said the naval gun 
factory was now producing torpedoes, 
the first deliveries, however, exceeding 
in cost the prices quoted by private 
manufacturers. It is expected that tho 
factory will get its costs considerably 
below the commercial rate with its next 
delivery. At present the cost of manu- 
facture is in excess of quotations by 
from 3600 to $1700 per torpedo. 
An ammunition ship, for which the 
Secretary approved plans, is the first 
craft of the kind ever designed for the 
navy. She will have a displacement of 
10,000 tons, with cargo of powder and 
shells. Special facilities are provided 
for handling explosives abroard and the 
holds will be equipped with cooling fa- 
cilities to insure the regulation of tem- 
perature. 

Submarine Construction. 
Secretary Daniels said today that he 
had arranged to confer with representa- 
tives of the Blectric Boat Co., in an et- 
fort to seek modifications of their pend- 
ing submarine bids. This company of- 
fered to construct 4 or more subma- 
rines, deliveries to begin within 25 
months, and proposed, at much higher 
cost, to have the deliveries begin within

FEDERATION 10 DISREGARD 
‘| ABOR IS PROPERTY” RULING 


Baltimore Convention Declares Hos- 
tility to Writ of Injunction as 
Means of Stopping a Strike. 
BALTIMORE, Nov. 21.—The organized 
labor forces of the country have avowed 
extreme hostility to the writ of injunc- 
ion as a means of stopping a strike. 
First, a resolution was adopted unani- 
mously at the morning session of the 
convention of the American Federation 
of Labor yesterday urging organized la- 
bor everywhere to make the injunc- 
tion question the paramount issue in 
all of their future political activities.“ 
A more radical step was taken at the 
afternoon session when the committee 
on the executive council's report took 
up that feature of the report dealing 
with the decision of the Massachusetts 
Supreme Court classifying labor as prop- 
erty. The committee submitted and the 
convention unanimously adopted a rec- 
ommendation that any injunction deal- 
ing with the relationship of employer 
end employe and based on the dictum 
that labor is property, be * „ dis- 
regarded, let the consequences be what 

they may.”’ 

The committee’s report follows: It 
seems to be a settled purpose of inter- 
tts antagonistic to the freedom of men 
and women who labor, to persuade and 
then use the judiciary and miscon- 
strue constitutional guarantees and 
thereby nullify legislative enactments, 
sO as to leave but one remedy; and we, 
therefore, recommend that any injunc- 
tions dealing with the relationship of 
employer and employe, and based on the 
dictum ‘labor is property,’ be wholly 
and absolutely regarded as usurpation 
and diregarded, let the consequences be 
what they may. Such decisions as the 
ene rendered by the Supreme Court of 
the State of Massachusetts has its roots 
in class interests; it is usurpation and 
tyranny. Freedom came to man be. 
cause he believed that resistance to 
tyranny is obedience to God. If it 
came so it must be maintained. Kings 
could be and were disobeyed and some- 
times deposed. In cases of this kind, 
courts must be disobeyed and should be 
impeached.”’ 


NEW BRITISH FOOD RULES 


Regulations of Board of Trade Begin 
Nov. 27. 

LONDON, Nov. 21.—The Board of 
Trade has begun work speedily un- 
der the new food contvol regulations. 
Two orders have been issued, which 
will come into operation Nov. 27, 
dealing with wheat and milk. One 
regulates the) percentage of flour 
that may be/ milled from wheat, 
varying for the different qualities 
from 73 to 78 per cent and stipulates 
that after Jan. 1 only flour made in 
uccordance with this schedule may 


be used for the making of bread or 


articles of food. 

The milk order fixes a maximum 
price not exceeding the price that 
prevailed on Nov. 15, or, alternative- 
ly, that the price may not exceed by 
more than a specified amount the 
yric? which prevailed in the corre- 
sponding month before the war, this 
amount being 2 pence (4 cents) a 
quart. This order makes the maxi- 
mum price approximately 6 pence 
(12 cents) a quart. The order does 
not apply to condensed or dried milk, 
or milk preparations.

The Belleville City Council

failure, both for lighting nd heat- 
ing.

The Utilities 
Commission previously had ordered 
the company to reduce its rate to 31 
for artificial gas, but the old rate 
had been in effect pending the com- 
pany’s appeal from the order.

IBRYAN EXPLAINS WHY HE 
CHANGED HIS LIQUOR VIEWS 


Admits Voting Against Making Ne- 
braska Dry in 1910, but Finds 
Conditions Different Now, 
CHICAGO, Nov. 21.—William J. Bry- 
an, who admits he voted against a State 
prohibition amendment in Nebraska in 
1910, declared today that he since 


changed his attitude because he “found 
liquor interests would not adjust them- 
selves to any community unless they 
controlled it.“ He said his present at- 
titude was for a dry fight in every 
town, county, state or nation and he 
was ready to join with other nations 
in wiping the liquor traffic from the 
face of the earth. 

His statement was brought out by a 
letter to a Chicagoan, written in 1908, 
indorsing high license and opposing the 
prohibition movement. 

Jam a total abstainer and have 
been from my youth up,“ the letter of 
1908 reads, according to Leopold Neu- 
mann, organizer for the United Socie- 
ties, who produced the copy. But while 
I have never. used liquor myself, I have 
never attempted to urge my own rules 
upon others, further than to express 
my belief in total abstinence. In 1910 
a State prohibition amendment was be- 
ing submitted in Nebraska and I voted 
against it, believing the high license 
system was better because it permitted 
each community to decide for itself.“ 

Bryan smiled when handed a copy of 
the letter as he sat at the speakers’ 
tuble at the Dry Chicago Federation 
luncheon. 

J wrote letters like it,“ he said, “and 
may have written that one. But I an 
older and wiser now, and am firmiy 
convinced of the merits of prohibition 
as desirable for the whole nation. Now, 
if the liquor interests will be as zealous 
to make my pregent attitude publi> as 
they are my old position, they will do 
cur -cause infinitely more good than 
their own. I only hope they will have 
the justice and decency to do thax.”

Submaziae Did Not Fire on Life- 
boats, but Sought to Let Crew 
Escape, Berlin Says. 


DETAILS AS TO ANTWERPEN 


Statement Says Standard Oil 
Vessel Was Destroyed in Ac- 
cordance With Law. 


BERLIN, via London, Nov. 21.—Secre- 
tary Joseph T. Grew of the Unite 
States embassy received yesterday the 
German reply in regard to the sinking 
of the British steamer Rowanmore ani 
three steamers which were lost in Sep- 
tember. 

In regard to the Rowanmore the Ger- 
man Government denies that the submu- 
Tine fired on lifeboats containing mem- 
bers of the crew and maintains that the 
men on the Rowanmore owe their lives 
to the precautions taken by the Germans 
and the skill with which their operations 
were carried out. 

In respect to two of the remaining 
steamers in question the German Gov- 
ernment states they were not sunk by 
German forces and maintains that the 
Antwerpen, the third steamer, was de- 
stroyed in full accordance with the rules 
of international law. 


WASHINGTON SEES 
NEW CONTROVERSY 
OVER ARMED SHIPS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—Deep in- 
terest is shown in official quarters here 
by the announcement by the semi-offi- 
clal Overseas News Agency that it was 
a German submarfje which sank the 
British liner Arabia early this month. 
This removes the similarity of the case 
to that of the Persia, which was sunk 
in the Mediterranean in a manner never 
explained. None of the central Powers 
admitted responsibility in that case. 

The fact that the destruction of the 
Arabia is semi-officially admitted leads 
to the belief that Germany is preparing 
to make a test of the armed ship con- 
troversy with the United States. It has 
been known here for some time that 
Germany vigorously opposed defensive 
arming of merchant ships. 

The Teutonic contention that the 
Arabia was an armed transport because 
she carried a i5-centimeter gun and had 
workmen and war munitions aboard has 
little weight here. The vessel was a 
Peninsular & Orient liner, with many 
passengers aboard. One of these, an 
American on his way to India, has made 
an affidavit which has been forwarded 
to the State Department. 

Officials here believe England seri- 
ously ts considering the Adoption of 
Winston Churchill's suggestion that 
guns be mounted on doth bow and 
stern of all British or allied merchant 
ships. This would bring the armed 
merchant ship problem forward on a 
new line and would necessitate a fur- 
ther ruling the first time a vessel so 
armed entered an American port. There 
have been intimations, from time to 
time, that the shortage of tonnage was

The fear is felt in some quarters here 
that Germany and Austria will increase 
their submarine activities in proportion 
to pressure on their various fronts by 
the allies. From the outset Germany 
has attempted to defend submarine war- 
fare as a reprisal against Great Brit- 
ain's announced purpose to ‘starve 
Germany.“ England, on the other hand,

$379 151.701 FOR 1918 
NAVAL CONSTRUCTION 


Proposed Amount $66,000,000 
Above Record Total for 1917 
Armor Plate Awards. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—An outlay 
of $379,151,701, or more than $66,000,000 in 
excess of the record total appropriated 
last summer for the 1917 construction, 


is the sum the navy proposes to spend 
for construction in 1918. The figures 
were laid before the House Naval Com- 
mittee yesterday. 

At the same time Secretary Daniels 
completed awards for armor plate for 
the battleships Colorado, Maryland, 
Washington and West Virginia, at an 
estimated saving of $1,110,08 over figures 
submitted in 1913. The Bethlehem com- 
pany bid #20 a ton for some of the 
armor and $485 and $466 for other quali- 
ties. The Carnegie company bids were 
$425, $486 and $460. The contracts were 
divided equally between them. 

Estimates before the House subcom- 
mittee call for funds to begin construc- 
tion of three battleships, one battle 
cruiser, three scout cruisers, 16 destroy- 
ers, four fleet submarines, 14 coast sub- 
marines, one submarine tender and one 
destroyer tender. 

Ammunition Cost Increases. 

Rear Admiral Strauss, ~h'ef of Ord- 
nance, appeared before the subcommit- 
tee. Explaining an increase in his esti- 
mates of $1,500,000 for fleet afnmunition, 
he said the cost of projectiles and other 
ordnance material had increased that 
much since Congress previded $13,000,000 
for the purpose last year. 

Admiral Strauss outlined the depart- 
ment's plan for storing in navy yards 
guns and ammunition with which to 
equip merchant steamers as naval aux- 
iiaries in time of war. More than 
$3,000,000 for the purchase of guns and 
mountings for this purpose was provided 
last year, and this year the department 
seeks $1,600,000 for ammunition. 

Anti-Afreraft Guns. 

The department also has recommended 
the installation of anti-aircraft guns at 
naval stations, magazines and radio sta- 
tions, the pending estimates providing 


1 $1,000,000 for this purpose. It will take 


more than 100 of the navy's three-inch 
50-caliber guns for this purpose. 
Admiral Strauss said the naval gun 
factory was now producing torpedoes, 
the first deliveries, however, exceeding 
in cost the prices quoted by private 
manufacturers. It is expected that tho 
factory will get its costs considerably 
below the commercial rate with its next 
delivery. At present the cost of manu- 
facture is in excess of quotations by 
from $600 to $1700 per torpedo. 

An ammunition ship, for which the 
Secretary approved plans, is the first 
craft of the kind ever designed for the 
navy. She will have a displacement of 
10,000 tons, with cargo of powder and 
shells. Special facilities are provided 
for handling explosives abroard and the 
holds will be equipped with cooling fa- 
cilities to insure the regulation of tem- 
perature. 

Submarine Coustruction. 
Secretary Daniels said today that he 
had arranged to confer with representa- 
tives of the Electric Boat Co., in an ef- 
fort to seek modifications of their pend- 
ing submarine bids. This company of- 
fered to construct d or more subma- 
rines, deliveries to begin within 25 
months, and proposed, at much higher 
cost, to have the deliveries begin within 
145 months. The department is deter- 
mined to place the submarine construc- 
tion on not more than a 22-months basis, 
and will urge the Electric company to 
agree to this.

Baltimore Convention Declares Hos- 
tility to Writ of Injunction as 
Means of Stopping a Strike. 
BALTIMORE, Nov. 21.—The organized 
labor forces of the country have avowed 
extreme hostility to the writ of injunc- 
‘jon as a means of stopping a strike. 
First, a resolution was adopted unani- 
mously at the morning session of the 
convention of the American Federation 
of Labor yesterday urging organized la- 
bor everywhere to make the injunc-} 
tion question the paramount issue in 
all of their future political activities.“ 
A more radical step was taken at the 
afternoon session when the committee 
on the executive council's report took 
up that feature of the report dealing 
with the decision of the Massachusetts 
Supreme Court classifying labor as prop- 
erty. The committee submitted and the 
convention unanimously adopted a rec- 
ommendation that any injunction deal- 
ing with the relationship of employer 
end employe and based on the dictum 
that labor is property, be * * .*  dis- 
regarded, let the consequences be what 

they may.“

NEW BRITISH FOOD RULES 


Regulations of Board of Trade Begin 
Nov. 27. 

LONDON, Nov. 21.— The Board of 
Trade has begun work speedily un- 
der the new food contiol regulations. 
Two orders have been issued, which 
will come into operation Nov. 27, 
dealing with wheat and milk. One 
regulates the) percentage of flour 
that may be/ milled from wheat, 
varying for the different qualities 
from 73 to 78 per cent and stipulates 
that after Jan. 1 only flour made in 
uccordance with this schedule may 
be used for the making of bread or 
articles of food. 

The milk order fixes a maximum 
Price not exceeding the price that 
prevailed on Nov. 15, or, alternative- 
ly, that the price may not exceed by 
more than a specified amount the 
yric> which prevailed in the corre- 
sponding month before the war, this 
amount being 2 pence (4 cents) a 
quart. This order makes the maxi- 
mum price approximately 6 pence 
(12 cents) a quart. The order does 
not apply to condensed or dried milk, 
or milk preparations.

The Belleville City Council 
night decided that nat:'ral gas, which 
is being supplied throughout that city 


from the Stauton (III.) fields, was a 
failure, both for lighting god heat- 
ing. As a result, the Cit ttorney 
was instructed to proceed before the 
State Utilities Commission, in an ef- 
fort to compel the St. Clair County 
Gas and Electric Co. to return to

manufactured gas. 


For a month, since the company has 
been supplying natural gas in Belle- 
ville, there have been complaints that 
the heat units were inadequate, be- 
ing only about half the quality of 
manufactured gas. 

Consumers are demanding the old 
service, even though it means an in- 
crease in cost. The mirimum rate for 
artificial gas was $1.25 a thousand 
cubic feet, and natural gas is now 
furnished at 7b cents. The Utilities 
Commission previously had ordered 
the company to reduce its rate to $1 
for artificial gas, but the old rate 
had been in effect pending the com- 
pany’s appeal from the order. 

Edwardsville and Collinsville also 
are being supplied with natural gas 
from the Stauton fields, and con- 
sumers there apparently are satisfied 
with the service. 

The City Council allowed a bill of 
$7579 for four months’ street light- 
ing service. There is a disputed bal- 
ance still due, but payment is with- 
held pending action by the Utilities 
Commission. Under the charter grant- 
ed to the company light is to be fur- 
nished free to municipal buildings. 
But officials of the company insist 
that under a recent Utilities Commis 
sion order the company is not per- 
mitted to give such service’ free.

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[BRYAN EXPLAINS WHY HE 
CHANGED HIS LIQUOR VIEWS 


Admits Voting Against Making Ne- 
braska Dry in 1910, but Finds 
Conditions Different Now. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 21.—William J. Bry- 
an, who admits he voted against a State 
prohibition amendment in Nebraska in 
1910, declared today that he since 
changed his attitude because he “found 
liquor interests would not adjust them- 
selves to any community unless they 
controlled it.“ He said his present at- 
titude was for a dry fight in every 
town, county, state or nation and he 
was ready to join with other nations 
in wiping the liquor traffic from the 

face of the earth. 

His statement was brought out by a 
letter to a Chicagoan, written in 1908, 
indorsing high license and opposing the 
prohibition movement. 

Jam a total abstainer and have 
been from my youth up,’’ the letter of 
1908 reads, according to Leopold Neu- 
mann, organizer for the United Socie- 
ties, who produced the copy. But while 
I have never. used liquor myself, I have 
never attempted to urge my own rules 
upon others, further than to express 
my belief in total abstinence. In 1910 
a State prohibition amendment was be- 
ing submitted in Nebraska and I voted 
against it, believing the high license 
system was better because it permitted 
each community to decide for itself.“ 

Bryan smiled when handed a copy of 
the letter as he sat at the speakers’ 
tuble at the Dry Chicago Federation 
luncheon. 

J wrote letters like it,“ he said, “and 
may have written that one. But I an 
older and wiser now, and am firmly 
convinced of the merits of prohibition 
as desirable for the whole nation. Now, 
if the liquor interests will be as zealous 
to make my present attitude pubiiz as 
they are my old position, they will do 
cur -cause infinitely more good than 
their own. I only hope they will have 
the justice and decency to do that.“

offililated. He also made it plain that the 
brotherhoods were not bringing their 
eight-hour day troubles“ to the federa- 
tion for support.

State Organization Proposed in 
Address hy Chairman of St. 
Louis Committee. 


7 MEASURES SUGGESTED 


Injunction and Abatement Law 
Heads List—American Asso- 
ciation Sessions. 


Proposals for social hygienic work 
throughout Missouri, looking to the 
suppression of commercialized vice and 
the eradication of social diseases, were 
made by J. Lionberger Davis, chairman 
of the Committee of One Hundred of 


St. Louis, at a conference of the Amer- 
ican Social Hygiene Association at 10 
o'clock this morning at the Planters 
Hotel. This was the first session of the 
last day of the annual meeting of the 
association. The closing session, open 
to the public, will be held at 8:15 o’clock 
tonight at the Sheldon Memorial, 3646 
Washington boulevard. 
' Measures Suggested. 

Davis suggested, as the first step, the 
formation of a Missouri Social Hygiene 
Society with a paid secretary, and then 
suggesied the following measures which 
he thought such a society, in co-opera- 
‘tion with local societies, might be in- 
strumental in having enacted into law 
or established by voluntary effort: 

First—An injunction and abatement 
law similar to that in effect in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, where it was passed 
Dy a unanimous vote, and in 26 states. 

Second—The establishment of a wom- 
an's reformatory along the lines of that 
at Bedford, N. Y. 

Third—Measures to prevent the pub- 
lication and sale of suggestive pictures, 
and providing for public control of mov- 
ing pictures and other forms of com- 
mercialized recreation. 

Fourth—The appointment of a public 
commission to investigate commer- 
cialized vice, its#causes and results, and 
to propose plans for combatting its rav- 
ages, and to suggest educational and 
health measures for preventing vice. 

Fifth—Co-operation in all movements 
for better living and working conditions 
among the people of the State. 
Sixth—The establishment of clinics and. 


| dispersaries for communicable diseases, 


through co-operation with public health 
departments and medical societies, 

Seventh—The promotioon of educa- 
tional and public health measures 
through co-operation with the State 
University and other State educational 
institutions. 

This meeting was presided over by 
Nat Spencer of Kansas City, secertary 
for the Society for the Suppression of 
Commercialized Vice. 

Dr. Harris Re-Eleeted Presiiient. 

At yesterday afternoon's business ses- 
sion, Dr. Abram W. Harris of ew York 
was re-elected president of the associa- 
tion, and Dr. Charles W. Elliot was re- 
elected honorary president. Dr. David 
Starr Jordan and Bishop walter T. Sum- 
ner, former active vice president, were 


made honorary vice presidents and their 


places as active vice presidents were 
filled by the election of Edward A. 
Alderman of the University of Virginia 
and William T. Foster of Reed College, 
Portland, Ore. Robert 8S. Brookings, 
president of the Washington University 
Corporation, also was added to the list 
of active vice presidents. 

The work of the American Social 
Hygiene Association is doing much to 
remove the questions of social hygiene 
and sex euucation from _  tneoretical 
grounds to a practical basis, in the be- 
lief of Jerome D. Greene, secretary of 
the Rockefeller Foundation, who pre- 
sided at last night's public session at 
the Sheldon Memorial. 

In an interview with a Post-Dispatch 
reporter he said this movement had pro- 
gressed much like the anti-alcohol move- 
ment. At first it was advocated by a 
few moralists of the idealist type, and 
then the captains of industry took it up 
because of the practical good resulting to 
their business through better habits of 
their employes. 

Now, he said, the advocacy of social 
hygiene is based on three grounds: First 
better morals; second, better public 
health; third, better economic conditions 
through a higher standard of en 
capacity. 

Facts Must Be Knunown, He — tg 

He spoke last night, in part, as fol- 
lows: 

When human life and happiness are 
at stake we must have plain speaking. 
This does not mean that sex is to be- 
come the topic of trivial conversation, or 
that modesty and reticence on the 
known facts of sex physiology. and social 
disease are no longer to be enforced by 
the usage of polite and decent society. 

“But the facts must be known—the 
fundamental facts which the experts 
of medical science can furnish for our 
guidance. 

“It may be that, until the campaiga 
against false modesty and the reticence 
that imputes the quality of inherent 
shamefulness and sin to functions as in- 
mocent and necessary for the race as 
eating and sleeping has been completely

“That may be a disagrééable neces- 
sity, but it will pass. The topic will be 
relegated to the realm of familiar mat- 
ters of fact that rarely need to be men- 
tioned; and the growing boy and girl

complete subjection of Northern France 
and Belgium, when the German battle 
line had been flung from the Alps to 
the sea; the third followed close upon 
Hindenburg’s steam-rolier advance 
through Poland, when Russia seemed 
crushed and helpless; the titanic strug- 
gle at Verdun began as the feurth was 
offered, and the war loan grew as the 
outlying forts fell. The fifth came 
with the promotion of Von Hindenburg, 
the fron man of Germany, to the su- 
preme command of all her armies. 

I was told that the necessity of float- 
ing another big popular loan was one 
of the reasons why Falkenhayn was 
replaced in August by Hindenburg. That 
there was more than a little truth in

“ing, pleading, that the people sub- 
scribe. And all the advertisements were 
written around Hindenburg. It was 
good psychology, and the idolatry of 
Hindenburg was coined into billions of 
marks. 

Tt will be observed that the new or 
tixth credit is being authorized at a 
time when the allies’ Somme offensive 
bas failed to break through the Ger- 
man lines and when the Germans have 
begun to overrun Rumania. 

The new war loan is based upon the 
german reckoning that their daily war 
reeds amount to about $13,000,000 a day. 8 
The Germans say that the allies are 9 
bpending more than twice as much. 

The contention of the German bank- 
ers regarding their ability to meet at 
least a part of the increased demands 
which will be made upon Germany’s 
financial resources is shown in the great 
increase of the savings bank deposits, 
which in the first eight months of 1916 
showed a gain of 1,710,000,000 marks. 
Since the war began about 400,000 new 
accounts have been opened, and in the 
"rst two years of the war the savings 
banks showed almost $1,000,000,000 excess 
of deposits over withdrawals. 

. Germans Are Savers. 

Figures are less interesting than the 
human factors behind them. Everybody 
in Germany saves. They save on au- 

3 | tomobiles; there’ are practically no pri- 
vate cars left. They save on rent, food, 
clothes and other life supplies held down 
by Government regulation. They take 
pride in saving. 

The autocratic socialism which is 
typical of Germany today is helping to- 
ward this end. It has systematized 
German life; it has established purchase 
and distribution bureaus, such as I 
have described, for the necessaries of 
individual and of the national fife; it 
regulates the labor supply; it puts a 
check on the rise in prices. The big- 
gest silk house in Berlin was closed 
for a week when I was there because 
it had been overcharging. Although it 
was closed and could receive no cus- 
tomers, all the regular expenses—rent, 
light and wages—all had to be paid. 

Racing and playing the stock mar- 
kets are still indulged in in Germany 
and Austria. Many stocks are cheap, 
paying 10, 15, 20 and 30 per cent divi- 
dend, but no one knows how long it 
will be before the present small Gov- 
ernment share in the profits will be so 
much ircreased that it will practically 
wipe ovt all but a narrow margin of 
gain. ° 

Germany has paid almost all her war 
expenses through war loans. The taxes 
have not been heavily increased. Ac- 
cording to a statement I obtained, the 
Prussian income tax has been lifted, 
on an average, only 7 to 11 per cent. 
This system merely defers payment to 
posterity, but against this load the Ger- 
man economists say that the regular

LITTLE KNOWN IN 
HIS OWN COUNTRY 


Prof. Schuette, Backed by Pri- 
vate Capital, Has Developed 
Craft Quietly. 


WORKS ‘FOR FATHERLAND’ 


Says He Can Wait While the 
War Is On for Rec- 
ognition.

MANNHEIM, Germany, Nov. 16 (De- 
layed).—Privy Councillor Schuette, pro- 
fessor of technology in the Danzieg 
Technical High School, the world’s only 
competitor of Count Zeppelin in building 
gigantic airships, is little known, pop- 
ularly speaking, even in his own coun- 
try. None the less he is the designer 
und builder of airships which, it is de- 
clared, have shown themselves to be 
equal to the Zeppelins. 


Without popular subscriptions, unsup- 
ported by the Government as was Zep- 


polin, but ‘backed by Dr. Karl Lanz. a 
young multimfllionatre manufacturer of 
agricultural implements of Mannheim, 
and by Privy Counciller August Roech- 
ling, a prominent steel and iron. man, 
Schuette had worked modestly, but none 
the less energetioal’y and successfully, 
in the interest of his fatherland and the 
fame of German science, by building, de- 
veloping and adding some of the best 
aerial cruisers to Germany's rapidly 
growing fleet of superdreadnaughts of 
the air. 
Lanz Staked $500,000. 

Young Lanz, friend of Schuette, had 

such faith in the professor that he 


He won a share, therefore, in the hy- 
phenated name of his airship. 

Schuette has not sought the limelight. 
His airships, declared by some scien- 
tific engineers to be even superior to 
the Zeppelin in certain respects, often 
pass among the German people as Zep- 
pelins,” but he does not complain of 
this. When I expressed surprise that 
so little is known of his work he re- 
marked: 2 

In working for the Fatherland at 
present, I can wait for recognition of 
the regult of my work. We in Ger- 
many cannot shine of ourselves; we 
have but one idea, and that is to pre- 
serve the Fatherland.”’ 

The popular impression is that there 
may be one or two Schuette-Lanz air- 
ehips in Germany's fleet. Outside of 
tte Admiralty and general staff few 
teally know how large or how small 
Germany's aerial dreadnought fleet is; 
£till less do they know how much of it 
is made up of the Schuette-Lanz type 

Learned From Zeppelin Mishap. 

Schuette frankly says that if the tena- 
clous mind of Zeppelin had not stuck to 
his conceived idea and brought it to 
realization, there might not be a Schuet- 
te-Lanz craft today. Schuette was build- 
ing before Zéppelin succeeded in making 
a flight. The disaster to the first Zep- 
pelin, in 1908, shortly after completion, 
showed Schuette that he was not work- 
ing along the most promising lines. Zep- 
pelin's first wreck gave him the idea of 
the system which he has developed so 
successfully. 

Although Schuette made the first flight 
with his type of airship in December, 
1913, his second, the following year, wit; 
a gas volume much larger than Zeppe- 
lin’s proved a big success. In less than 
five years he overtook Zeppelin and, 
some say, passed him. Schuette at least 
set the pace in size and newness of de- 
sign. 

Since then Schuette and Zeppelin, fh 
the friendliest rivalry, have been work 
ing neck and neck developing their re- 
spective craM, first one and then the 
other forging ahead. Under the impetus 
cf the war Zeppelin and Schuette, profit- 
ing by one another's experience and le 
sons, as gathered by the Ministry of 
War and placed at the disposal of each, 
have made phenomenal progress.

Costly as this war has been, it will bring com- 
pensation if the nations turn from war hervafter 
te arbitration and law as the means of setiling 
disputes between nations—if effective machinery 
to enforce arbitration is constructed with the ap- 
proval and support of the leading nations. 

President Wilson’s opportunity to achieve 
these ends is extraordinary. He is re-ele:ted by 
a great majority vote of the American people. 
His foreign and domestic policies have been ap- 
proved by large numbers of voters in opposing 
political parties. He is independent and is now 
free from political pressure. He has proven abil- 
ity and unusual experience. These tasks are 
worthy of his trained genius for statesmanship.

OUR FEDERAL POLICE MAGISTRATES. 

“Such cases ought not to occupy 15 minutes,” 
declared Judge Kenesaw Mountain Landis of Chi- 
cago while presiding in the Federal Court at 
East St. Louis. The class of cases referred to 
were those which our Federal Judges consider 
when they sit as Police Magistrates. There are 
already many .cases of the class and they are 
multiplying as new offenses are created by the 
extension of the Federal jurisdiction—bootlegging, 
petty larcenies from freight cars, minor infrac- 
tions of the pure food laws, evasion of the lesser 
tax laws in the revenue scheme. 
| ‘A quarter of an hour is enough to devote to the 
disposition of unfortunates caught in the net 
whose mesh is ever growing finer with the years. 
Some of our real Police Magistrates, who have no 
higher jurisdiction than the petty offenses under 
state law, dawdle too much over cases so plain 
as to present no problem. 


' WOMAN’S ENDURANCE AND DARING. 
America is proud of Ruth Law, who, in her 
record nonstop flight of 800 miles has outdone the 
best feats of American men aviators. Victor 
Caristrom did wonderfully in his flight from Chi- 
cago to New York, but he had a machine about 
twice as big and powerful as that in which Miss 
Law made the flight. She showed an endurance 
and daring that any man may envy. 
One might laud such a feat by high-sounding 
phrases on the flying woman, the winged mar- 
vel. But it would do scant justice to the real 
feat accomplished. It is just because men and 
women have no wings and no real power of flight 
that their efforts to conquer the regions of the air 
are so daring.

THE RAILROAD PROBLEM. 

Are the railroads of the United States to re- 
main in private ownership or pass into public 
ownership? 

If they remain in private ownership, what is 
to be the character and scope of public control? 

Is the divided authority of State and Federal 
Government to be retained, or is the Federal 
Government alone to exercise the power of regu- 
lation? 

These are some of the questions that confront 
the Newlands Committee whose investigation be- 
gan in Washington yesterday and is likely to 
prove the most important industrial inquiry ever 
held in the United States. 

There is no great railroad system that has cars 
enough to carry the freight that is offered to it, 
or locomotives enough to haul the cars or suffi- 
cient terminal facilities to take care of the traf- 
fic. Conditions are growing worse every day. 
Freight congestion is more serious, the industrial 
disorganization due to transportation disorganiza- 
tion is more widespread, and railroad managers 
are unable to cope with the situation. How has 
it come about? 

Railroad presidents and railroad bankers in- 
sist that the railroads have been regulated to 
death; that their earnings have been so restricted 
and their expenses so increased by state and na- 
tional authority that they can no longer perform 
their functions as common carriers. There may 
be @ measure of truth in this, but the fact re- 
mains that the railroads are earning more money 
than they ever earned before, that their net 
profits are greater than ever, and that the break- 
down of traffic has come at the highest point of 
railroad prosperity. 

The obvious reply to the railroad excuses is 
that every railroad now in the hands of a re- 
ceiver is the victim not of regulation but of 
crooked finance, and that railroad credit has been 
destroyed not by state and national regulation, 
but by scandals. 

Advocates of Government ownership declare 
that this is proof of the complete futility of 
private ownership and public regulation, and that 
all the facilities of interstate transportation and 
communication must pass into the hands of the 
United States Government to be operated by the 
United States Government. This reasoning is 
imperfect because thorough regulation has not 
been tried. = 2 

The theory of enreatricted private operation 
long ago collapsed under the abuses of the sys- 
tem. Railroad ownership and operation would 
be the first step toward a political revolution in 
the United States. Thus far regulation has not 
proved successful, but there has been no real 
regulation, and that is the thing to which the 
country must come. It can come only through 
the agency of the national Government, which 
alone has power to regulate interstate commerce. 

The exercise of that power means national con- 
trol without state interference of all railroads 
engaged in interstate commerce. It means na- 
tional regulation of railroad rates, national regu- 
lation of railroad capitalization, national regula- 
tion of railroad service, and when necessary na- 
tional regulation of railroad wages. 

Let us first try regulation at its best before 
concluding that regulation is a failure and un- 
dertaking an experiment which would be risky 
under our political conditions. 
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A BILLION AMERICAN DOLLABS. 

A billion dollar fund from America, to be dis- 
tributed impartially for the relief of all countries 
scourged by war, is the dazzling suggestion of 
Myron T. Herrick, ex-Ambassador to Fance. It 
would be a contribution worthy of the United 
States. Who can say that it is an impractical 
suggestion? 

Gifts on such a scale, averaging $10 for every 
man, woman and child in the country, could not 
be made without involving material sacrifice on 
the part of very many Americans and would stand 
in history as a mgnument to America’s idealism, 
its altruism, its passionate attachment for; the 
ways of peace, not because of weakness but be- 
cause of conviction. 

The effect on national character of the sacri- 
fices imposed by such an unparalleled gift would, 
indeed, make it an instance in which it is more 
blessed to give than to receive. How many bit- 
ter jibes at a well being gained from the misfor- 
tunes of others it would silence! What myriads 
of minds it would turn in affectionate thought to 
America through future years! 

Who can estimate the influence of such an ex- 
ample of generosity on the international rela- 


tions of coming times? 


MINNESOTA FOR HUGHES, BUT — 

Take the case of the mid- continental State of 
Minnesota. The canvass of the vote from final 
remote districts indicates that it has been carried 
for Mr. Hughes by a plurality of 396. Four years 
ago the combined Taft and Roosevelt vote in the 
State was 190,190. Mr. Roosevelt carried the State 
by a plurality of 19,430 over Mr. Wilson's vote 
of 106,426. 
Minnesota gave 86,442 for Mr. Taft eight years 
ago and 161,464 for Mr. Roosevelt in 1904. The 
smallest plurality it has given for a Republican 
presidential nominee was 12,367, in 1892. Its 
record of having never cast its electoral vote for 
a Democratic President is preserved unchanged, 
but how significant is the slender figure by which 
it is so preserved! While a negligible fraction of 
1 per cent of the electorate were expressing the 
hesitating preference for Mr. Hughes, the Repub- 
lican nominees for Senator and for important 
State offices were receiving about the normal 
pluralities of recent years. 

Next to the astounding figures showing that 
the highly representative State of Ohio voted for 
Mr. Wilson by a big majority, these figures from 
Minnesota supply profitable material for study. 
They are more than a tribute to the intelligent 
discrimination and independence of the Minne- 
sotans. They evidence the extent of the revolu- 
tion in national sentiment. A

HCENTLY arrived from the hand- 
looms of the peasant women of 
Russia, are some embroidered 

linens of exceptional beauty and inter- 
est, as they embody in their designs the 
family traditions of their makers. Elven 
the linen on which the embroidery is 
placed is woven by the women them- 
selves. This is the first time that any 
considerable quantity of this work has 
been received in the United States, as 
, heretofore the great demand for it in 
England and France has called for the 
entire supply. It has been distributed 
„by the women of the Russian aristoc- 
racy on behalf of the peasant workers. 
Now that the Duropean demand has 
lessened, some of the output comes 
across the Atlantic. 

Some of this linen is in white, some 
in delicate colors. There is a decided 
Gifference between the work of these 
jpeasants of Southern Russia and that 
done far up in the Ural Mountains. The 
latter is much bolder in design, while 
the former ia softer in tone. The white 
linens are done in various forms of 
drawnwork stitch. A large variety of 
stitches appear, and. a characteristic 
feature is the irregular pleces of linen 
left when the threads are drawn. These 
are button-holed around the edge with 
exquisite fineness, and form a curious 
solid design amid the meshes of the 
drawn-work. Fayal-work, done in the 
ess, | 420res, is the only class of drawn-work 

that can be compared with the Russian
